Regular combat training is not expected to begin before early 
December. The readiness for action, therefore, reached the lowest 
level in 1954 and will gradually increase only after the v/inter 
exercises of combined arms in late January 1955.

4. .Vhile the discharge of trained personnel continued, the arrival 
of recruits from the USSR, which had been observed for 
approximately 8 weeks, apparently terminated in late November. 
R<a+wnPT1 90 -'^tomher and 25 November, 65 oroop shuttle trains 

were reported to have arrived from the USSR, 
nnotner are believed to have arrived according to the 

order of train numbers observed. 

It can thus be concluded that a total of approximately 175,000 
recruits arrived. This number exceeds that of 1953 by 60,000 men. 

The induction of the 1935 class is confirmed by Order Ko 160 from 
the Soviet Ministry of Defense, dated 8 September 1954, and by 
another Soviet document c It is assumed that in addition to the 
1935 class, members of the 1934 class who had previously been 
deferred, were also inducted. Although several sources reported 
that the recruits included unusually young men, there are no 
indications that a younger class was inducted,. The Information 
that the newly arrived soldiers also included trained personnel 
has not been confirmed so far. 

There is no doubt that the number of dischargees in this year was 
considerably higher than in 1953 • It is believed that an estimated 
30,000 men more than in 1953 have been discharged so far. 

According to the abovementioned order and on the basis of an 
exact interpretation of the compulsory service lav;, the members 
of the 1931 and 1932 classes had to be discharged . Figures which 
may support or contradict this assumption will be available only 
after the completion of the discharge program.
